Plato, in his Meno, under the 
Perſon of Socrates, introduces a very wiſe Ob- 
ſervation, proving in-a moſt clear and evident 
Manner, that the Mind and Reaſon of Man un- 
avoidably muſt give its Aſſent, when the eſſential 
Differences of Things, in Nature, preſent them- 
ſelves to the Judgment: He inſtances this in the 
Character of a young Greek Slave of Meno's, of 
moderate. Parts, and- very little Learning, , whom 
Socrates, examining about the natural Proportions 
and Relations of Things, makes to expreſs, in 
his Anſwers, reaſonable and juſt Notions of ma- 
thematical Certainties. It would not be amiſs if 
the Dialogue itſelf were conſulted, either in the 
Original, Edit. Serrani, or the Latin Tranflation 
of it, by Mar/ilius Ficinus, a-moſt profound and

XENOPHANES, A Grecian Philoſopher of a, ſur- 
priſing Genius, began to meet with Applauſe 
at the Age of twenty five Years, by his Philo- 
ſophical Studies, and Poems ; and continued 
in great Eſteem for above ſeventy Years.. Ac- 
cording to Timæus, he flouriſhed in the Time 
of Hiero, King of Sicily. Some affirm he was 
a Philoſophus Autodidactus, i. e. learned from 
himſelf, by Thought and much Meditation, 


all that he knew. Homer and Hefiod, becauſe 


of their fabulous Narrations of their Deities, 
diſpleaſed him: He rejected all judicial Aſtro- 
logy, ſaying that it was impoſſible for Man to 
predict future Events: The Moon he conceived 
to be eighteen Times bigger than the Earth, 
that in it were Mountains, Vallies, c. and 
that it was inhabited by a certain Race of Peo- 
ple: This curious particular we find preſerved, 
by 2 Lib.
